God ſubverts one Nation for the ſafety of 
another; and ſometimes reſcues them out of 
the hands of their Enemies ſo wonderfully 
and miraculouſly, as if He had created them 
a ſecond time out of nothing. I gave Egypt for 
thy ranſom; Ethiopia and Saba for. thee.' And 
this was fulfilled either when God for the ſake 
of his People Iſrael flew all the firſt-born of 
Egypt, and Drowned Pharaoh and all his migh - 
ty Hoſt in the Red Sea; or when Eſarhaddon

ſevere dealings with you, ſo I am ſtill ready 
to give all your other Enemies to Conqueſt?

They were ſo confounded at theſe Defeats, 


that they reſolved the Sword ſhould make 
good the Deficiencies of the Pen; where- 


upon, the Pope, and the reſt of his dire Aſ- 
ſociates, iſſue out their Bulls and Anathema's, 
and rouze up the King of Spain to aſſiſt them, 
who ſent an Invincible Armado ( as they called 
it) to invade this Kingdom, loaden with innu- 
merable Inſtruments of Cruelty to wreak their 


Malice upon us. But this great Attempt proud 


abortive, and they receiy'd ſo fatal a Blow, ſo 
home aThruft, that Spain has not yet recover'd 
it, but feels the ſmart thereof to this Day.

that an Unnatural. and Civil War broke out; 
and the Breaches were made ſo wide, that 
they thought we ſhould never be cemented 
together; they bandied and play'd us like 
Tennis- Balls one againſt another, almoſt to the 
Deſtructruction of both; ſo that the prevail- 
ing Party was ſo exaſperated, and raiſed in- 
to ſuch an unparallel d Paroxiſm, ſuch a mon- 
ſtrous Fit, and height of Madneſs, that they 
violent ly laid Hands on their good King, and 
murder'd him in the Face of the Sun, and 
alſo Baniſh'd his Sons ' the Church out 


of the Nation. But ftill we were precious in 
God's Sight, and an end was put to all thoſe 
Troubles by the happy Reſtoration of the 
Royal Family, and with it, of the Church 
and Antient Government. 

At length they got a Popiſh King upon the 
Throne, whom they buoy'd up with the Prin- 
ciples of Arbitrary Power, and egg'd forward 
by their pernicious Counſels, to make Havock 
of the Church and State; and, indeed, he 
took ſo large Steps towards the Accompliſh- 
ment of our Ruin and Deftruttion, that the 


. eagerneſs of his purfuit was, in ſome mea- 
. fare, the Cauſe of his Fall. However we were 


m very great Danger, his Inſtruments and 
Tools to execute his baſe, unworthy, and 
treacherous Defigns, were all either biggotted 


Papiſts, or Proteſtants of fuch debauch'd 


Lives and Principles, as had not the leaſt 
Spark of Honour, Honeſty or Religion; all 
Patrons and Abettors of that Barbarous and 


Bloody Perſecution, that at that time was ſo 


raging and impe tuous in Fance. The Danger 
bes = — 


we were in, tho' it was not ſo ſudden as the 
Blow which the Gun. Pomder-Plot would have 
given, had it taken Effect, yet it ſeem'd alto- 
gether as certain; nothing but the Interpoſi- 
tion of Divine Power could prevent either. 
*Tis not much above twenty years ago, tis 
freſh in all our Memories, and I hope we ſhall 
never forget with what a full carreer Popery 


adyanc'd towards us; the driving was like 


Jehu the Son of Nimſhi, for it drave on furi- 
quily : Tis not long, I ſay, fince our Religion 
and Liberties were like poor Orphans, with- 
out a Father or Friend to protect 'em, and 
juſt ready upon the Wing to take their Flight, 
and bid a long farewel to theſe then Melan- 
cholly Iſlands: Alas! poor Ireland already had 
the Skean brandiſh'd at every Proteſtant's 
Throat; they only wanted the Word to fall 
on; and unhappy Britain lay ſunk and diſpi- 
rited in a moſt dejected and forlorn Condition, 
and ſa the Chains and Fetters that were pre- 
pared for her to put on. 
. We ſaw our Colleges, thoſe Fountains of 
Learning, . poiſon d with the putrid Breath of 
Baals Prieſts. We ſaw our Biſhops Impriſon'd, 
and Indicted as Male factors, whoſe only Crime 
was their oppoſing their Perſecutors Excluſion 
from the Fhrone. 2 3 . 
We ſaw Maſs-Houſes, thoſe Temples of 
worſe than Pagan Idolatry, ſet up and coun- 
tenancd in the Metropolis of the Kingdom. 
The good Church of England, which is the 
great Bulwark and Support of the Reformed 
Religion, was Herſelf defenceleſs, and 
thought to have fled for Refuge and Shelter 
into 


oreignCountries, as ſhe was forced todo in 
the MariantPerſecution. We could not tell how 
' ſoon Dagon would be ſet up in the preſence of 
the Ark of theLord, nor how ſoon Popery would 
take poſſeſſion of our Churches; nor how ſoon 
our Bibles would be pluck'd out of our Hands 
and commanded to be burnt. That profound 

jece of Idolatry, the carrying the Hoſt in 
Procefiion, was daily expected in our Streets; 


And what muſt the Conſequence of that be,

but Flames and Faggots for refuſing to kneel 


down and Worſhip it. In a Word, the Sluices 
of Popery were juſt ready to be open'd, and 
come in upon us with an impetuous Inunda- 


tion, and an irrefiſtable Torrent; and to 


compleat our Miſery, and entail it on our 
Poſterity, a Sham-Heir to the Crown was 
foiſter d upon us, to exclude his Daughters 
becauſe they were Proteſtants: But it was 
juſt with God that one of theſe Princeſſes 
ſhould be a Scourge to that Tyrant whoſe 
Meaſures her Father took. Ah! had ſhe 
not been unhappily byaſs'd by Evil Coun- 
ſel, and unfortunatly prevaild upon to 
withdraw the Rod too ſoon, before ſhe had 
ſufficiently humbled her proud Adverſary, 
| The Monſieur was upon his Knees a trem- 
bling, quaking, and begging Forgiveneſs 
for his former Miſdemeanors, juſtly dread- 
ing the Severity of the ſubſequent Laſhes : 
But ſuch was the unlucky malignant Ge- 
nius of ſome Court Sycophants, that they 
eaſily gained his Pardon, and brought him 
into Grace and Favour z ſo that he was, 
inſtead of being puniſhed, immediately 8 
e. NE, reſo 
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reſs'd and embrac'd as a dear Friend, and let 
looſe again to play over all his Extrava- 
gant Pranks, and to Laugh at the eaſineſs 
and good Nature of the miſtaken Princeſs, 
that ſuffer'd him to be reſcued from due 
Correction. But to return, I'll Appeal to 
the raking Hearts and dejected Looks, the 
ſorrowful Countenances and the ſevere A- 
gonies of the perplex'd Souls of every true 
and ſincere Proteſtant at that time, whether 
all that I have ſaid be not really matter 
of Fatt, and more than Imaginary Fancy 
and Surmiſe, as even ſome Caſuiſts that 
pretend to be Proteſtants have the Confi- 
dence to. infinuate. 


We lifted up our Eyes wnto the Hills from 


whence we expetted help; we looked up to 
Heaven with Prayers and Tears; but for a 
while not the leaſt Glimpſe of Aſſiſtance 
appear'd; no Signs from Heaven, nor any 
humane Power or Succour were in our 
view. Thus Darkneſs and Deſpair over- 
ſpread our Horizon, and the whole King- 
om was involved in a total Eclipſe of 
Horror and Confuſion. What if I ſhould 
reſemble our Caſe then to Nogh in the Ark 
a floating over the univerſal Deluge : The 


Raven that was firſt ſent forth returned 


no more, but was Drown'd in the boiſte- 
rous Surges and raging Billows of Popery; 
at length the Dove was ſent forth to ſee 
if there was any abatement of the Waters, 
and then to our Joy and Comfort, the Dove 
came in to us in the Evening, and lo, in 
her Mouth was an Olive Leaf pluck'd off, a 
PF“ Glorious 
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Glorious Emblem of Victory and Succeſs: 
That Dove was the moſt magnanimous and 
renowned Hero, the thrice noble, illuftri- 


- ous and invincible Prince of Orange, who 


roſe from the Eaſt, and rejoic'd with the 
Sun to begin his Courſe, and to refreſh us 
with his chearing and enlivening Rays. Oh! 
how happy were we, ( if we had known 
our Happineſs aright) upon the Arrival of 
that great Prince, the mighty Wiliam and 
His moſt amiable and lovely Conſort Queen 
Mary, both of ever Glorious, Precious and 
Immortal Memory ; whoſe Fame and Glory, 
and exuberant Merits, ſhall ſend forth a grate- 
ful and fragrant Odour from their Urns; 
ſhall ſmell Sweet, and Bloſſom in the Hearts 
and Affections of all true Engliſhmen and 
Proteſtants, and ſhall be Eterniz'd in Hiſto- 
ry and Chronicle, whilſt thoſe that caſt 


malignant Glances, and look a-skew on them, 
deſpiſing and forgetting thoſe gracious 


Bleflings and Benefits they ſhed on theſe 


Nations, ſhall Ing lor ĩouſſy Rot in the Duſt, 


and be Buried in Eternal Oblivion. But to 


return to that great Prince, and to give you 
a brief Relation of the wonderful Progreſs 


he made; whilft fome deſponded and de- 
ſpair'd, God gave him the Courage and Re- 
ſolution to venture his Perſon, to hazard 
his Fortune, and all that was near and 
dear to him, for our Preſervation, to re- 
cue us and the finking Proteſtant Intereſt 
Europe, from Popery, Slavery, and Arbi- 
trary Power; and 1 hope we ſhall never de 
ungrateful to God, "a to the Memory of

that great Prince, as to forget theſe inefti- 
mable Benefits, much leſs to kick at the 
Bleſſings, and to fly from our own Ha 
pineſs, and to renounce our ſhare in the 
Advantages gained by that happy Revoluti- 
on. | 
Let Papiſts and Jacobites open their vile 
Throats, and ſpue out their poiſonous In-
